Flash Flood Takes Toll 


Damage 
Done By 
Mud, Silt 


Two and O ne H alf Inch 


Rain Floods Stores 


And Homes in N ight 


Black storm clouds which piled 
up against the m ountain 
wall 
south and west of the Village all 
day Thursday let loose at shortly 
after m idnight Friday morning 
and dum ped almost two and one- 
half inches of w ater on to Palm 
Springs before they wrung them ­ 
selves dry at 3:30 a. m. 
Bulk of that thunderous dow n­ 
pour fell betw een 12:15 and 1:15 
Friday m orning sending torrents 
of w ater through the city's streets 
and causing dam age estim ated at 
from $15,000 to $20,000. 


MUD AND SILT w hich 
in­ 
vaded houses, stores and th e pa­ 
latial Palm Springs Tennis club 
accounted for most of the dam ­ 
age. 
W ater 
flowed 
through 
some 
stores in the down tow n area, 
tum bled into basements and in 
the low-lying sections of town 
and in the path of the floods run­ 
ning off the mountains, 
raced 
through homes, ruining rugs and 
leaving “high w ater” m arks on 
the baseboards of walls. 
One structure, a little office 
building off Ramon road, was 
tilted crazily Friday m orning, the 
result of washing by flood waters. 


THE STORM which did the 
damage broke at about m idnight 
Thursday night. It had started 
raining that morning at 6 o’clock 
but by late afternoon only .12 of 
an inch had fallen, the first rain ­ 
fall of the 1948-49 season which 
started July 1. 
Between 
m idnight 
and 
3:30 
a. m. Friday, 2.45 inches fell, most 
of it before 1:15 a. m. 
Palm Canyon was full from 
curb to curb and running over in 
a short time. Every canyon and 
little depression in the m ountains 
poured forth its flood to add to 
the whole. The w ater came down 
Barristo road in great volume, 
running into parked automobiles, 
damaging articles stored in turtle- 
backs of cars. 


IT SLASHED across the reser­ 
vation and down across Ramon 
road, flowing through houses in 
that vicinity. 
In the downtown sector, the 
w ater flowed through Bullocks' 
store and into the basement. At 
the new Sun building the w ater 
ran across the floors and at the 
Kelley Furniture company next 
door, not yet opened, the w ater 
invaded the basement. 
Damage was reported to stored 
goods in both stores. 
Damage in homes was confined 
to rugs> and articles on the floor 
but, w hen all added together, will 
be considerable. 


BULK OF THE DAMAGE was 
done at the Tennis club w here the 
storm rushed down the m ountain 
side and through the dining room 
and kitchen and then cascaded 
down 
the stairs, 
littering 
the 
grounds, world-famous for their 
beauty, with m ud and silt.

Im provem ent of Highway 99 to 
eliminate the Banning bottleneck 
and to w iden the road to four 
lanes from the junction north­ 
west of Palm Springs all of the 
way into Indio was given top 
priority by the Riverside county 
chamber of commerce at its m eet­ 
ing last week. 
The highw ay comm ittee of the 
county cham ber decided to press 
immediately for these tw o proj­ 
ects one of which will be of m ain 
interest to Villagers. T hat is the 
elimination of the B anning bot­ 
tleneck. This it is proposed to do 
by routing Highway 99 one block 
south of its present three-m ile 
course through Banning ending 
downtown 
traffic 
jam s 
and 
widening the highway. 
Com m itteem en at R iverside op­ 
posed the plan to widen the high­ 
way from the junction to Indio to 
a 
three-lane 
highway, 
term ing 
the latter project “just a death 
trap." 
First action on the w idening of

GIANT TRUCKS ROARED down Palm Canyon drive all day stir­ 
ring up clouds of dust from the rapidly drying silt. H ighw ay 99 was 
closed and our m ain street was carrying all the east-w est traffic. 
Tahquitz River Estates came through fine, its wide causew ay taking 
care of all the dater which the dow npour sent its way. The V eterans 
Tract area was likewise undamaged. A few houses in low spots in 
the south end of town w ere flooded and carpets ruined. Deep ruts 
were cut along the streets in many sections of the city and the sand 
carried along to be deposited in piles in low spots.

National Building 
Flocking In 


Shows Huge Gains 


Two Billion Increase 


In First Six Months 


New building in the first six 
m onths of 1948 increased more 
than $2,000,000,000 over th e same 
period last year. 
T h e s e national gains 
were 
paced by a 60 per cent increase 
in expenditures for new housing. 
The national total for the first 
six m onths of this y ear was 
$7,700,000,000, reports th e Con­ 
struction 
Industry 
Inform ation 
Comm ittee. 


ALL RECORDS for th e first 
half of a year were set by the 
449,700 new housing u n its started 
in 1948, the com m ittee said. 
The total was nearly 27 per 
cent greater than the num ber of 
housing starts reported 
during 
the first half of 1947. 
E xpenditures for all new build­ 
ing, according to F ederal esti­ 
m ates, were 35 per cent greater 
than the first half of 1947. 
They, too, w ere the largest for 
any corresponding period on rec­ 
ord. 


EVERY TYPE of p riv ate con­ 
struction, except industrial build­ 
ing, 
showed 
gains. 
Industrial 
building dropped 19 per cent. 
However, the volum e for other 
non-residential private building 
was 50 per cent above the first 
six m onths of 1947. 
This volume included stores, 
warehouses, office buildings, ga­ 
rages and churches. 
Volume of new highw ay con­ 
struction was 31 per cent higher 
and expenditures for sew er and 
w ater facilities increased 43 per 
cent. 


MILITARY AND NAVAL con­ 
struction declined about 5 per 
cent in volume for the first six 
m onths of this year.

Of all the cities in New Eng­ 
land w hich we have visited we 
select 
P ortland 
as 
the 
queen. 
Throned upon a curving arm of 
the A tlantic, verdure clad islands 
some connected w ith m ainland by 
bridge, a great wholesale center 
for m uch of Maine, once her har­ 
bor was filled w ith ships of the 
main, putting forth to all the 
seven seas. 
Now only tw o four 
m asters are visible, and they are 
rotting into the w ater. 
As everyw here, narrow streets, 
plague the traffic officers. One­ 
way streets are resorted, to, the 
new broad six-w ay boulevards 
bending w ith the w ater line, and 
w ell-lighted are models ol a t­ 
tractiveness. 
H ere on Congress street is the 
home of the poet Longfellow. 


WE SPENT a most refreshing 
hour or tw o therein. The three 
story brick house, donated to the 
Main H istorical Society by the 
poet's sister, is filled w ith all 
m anner of portraits, likenesses of 
the poet from early boyhood to 
venerable years. 
The cradle, a 
substantial one too, for all the 
children. 
His favorite chair by the w in­ 
dow, the table on which he did 
most 
of his w riting, 
the four 
posted canopy bed in which he 
slept w ith quite prim itive, equip­ 
m ent of furniture, especially in 
the kitch en w ith its open hearth 
place, before which roasters ol 
various designs w ere placed, on 
one side built in a huge kettle 
which provided the hot w ater, on 
the other side of the hearth a 
bake 
oven, 
cranes, 
pots, 
dish 
covers hanging on the walls, and 
huge p latters on which the viands 
were served. 
The literary trophies, appear­ 
ing in m ottoes, fram ed upon the 
walls, som e of his choicest say­ 
ings, 
the 
garden 
in 
the 
rear 
walled in w here the poet took 
his daily w alk and a seat at the 
far end w here he loved to sit 
far rem oved from interruption. 
On the old fashioned square 
piano, these words intrigued me. 
“You m ay build more noble 
habitations. 
You m ay fill your rooms with 
paintings and sculptures. 
But you cannot w ith gold buy 
the old associations.” 


WHAT 
A 
FAMILY of high 
minded people, he came from and 
w hat a m ark the several m em bers 
of that fam ily have made, in our 
A m erican history. 
Fine 
f e a t u r e s , 
intellectual 
brows, the chisseling of refine­ 
m ent evident on every counten­ 
ance. 
W hat a heritage we have in 
William W adsw orth Longfellow. 
W hen m y own father w as a 
student in W ashington and J e f­ 
ferson college, most of the young 
men had bu t one name, such as 
John, Jam es, Patrick, Henry. 
The 
students 
decided 
they 
would add an initial, selecting 
for this purpose, their favorite 
poet. 
Hence my father’s name from 
then on w as John Longfellow 
M acartney. 


ON OUR 
WAY across 
New 
H am pshire, 
we 
turned 
in 
at 
Franconia, home of H erbert C ar­ 
penter, w ell known resident of 
Palm Springs and ow ner of S un­ 
shine C ourt and D em uth Court, 
which 
C harles H enderson 
and 
Mrs. H enderson operate. We w ere 
piloted to th e C arpenter home, 
a few m iles distant, w ith a glori­ 
ous 
outlook 
away 
across 
the 
W hite M ountains. 
The home itself occupies con­ 
siderable tim e to traverse. Good 
taste 
and 
worldw ide 
selection 
have assem bled here, furnishings, 
art, and all th at m akes for ele­ 
gance. 
A cordial invitation was ex­ 
tended for us to tarry over the 
night. In as much as Mr. C arpen­ 
ter and his household w ere p ack­ 
ing up to go on a cam ping trip 
for a m onth, we deemed it in­ 
advisable to accept.

Forest Supervisors 


Appeals for Utmost 
Fire Precautions 


According to Supervisor N or­ 
man J. Farrell of the San B ernar­ 
dino National Forest there are 
some mighty grim statistics on 
the am ount of saw tim ber burned 
up each year on forest lands in 
California and the num ber of 
houses it would have built, and 
this is but one item of the dam ­ 
age. 
"W hat forest fires have done 
to the watersheds of San B er­ 
nardino and Riverside counties is 
being realized again now th at 
w ater is scarce and the hillsides 
no longer green,” he said. “People 
who have lived through the wash 
of a summer cloudburst on a 
burned-over 
hillside 
know 
all 
about it, but m any do not." 


“AND A 35 PER CENT increase 
in forest visitors com pared w ith 
1941 m akes it all the more im ­ 
portant th at caution be practiced 
always. Remember, no single o r­ 
ganization can be responsible for 
conservation and care: it must be 
by common consent to be suc­ 
cessful.” 
"Smokers still head the black 
list, and with nine out of every 
ten fires man-made (lightning is 
the other) everybody should be 
doubly sure he does not contrib­ 
ute to the other 90 per cent 
through a lighted match, ciga­ 
rette, or neglected campfire. It is 
because of this inexcuseable care­ 
lessness that closures and restric­ 
tions came into being and each 
sum m er are put in effect as a 
measure 
of 
protection 
to 
the 
w ater users of these two coun­ 
tries.” 


SPEAKING of watersheds, F ar­ 
rell said, a recent note by the 
D epartm ent of A griculture ad ­ 
vises th at 
if wells are 
going 
deeper and pum ping costs m ount­ 
ing it is not too soon to check 
w atersheds—the hills and m oun­ 
tains from which w ater runs to 
the place beneath. If they are not 
well covered w ith forests, brush 
or other plant life they should 
be. 
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Organized w ealth was never 
more p o w e r f u l . 
Entrenched, 
greedy men are in the saddle. 
They are restraining labor from 
exercising its common rights.—

PIERCE FURTHER SAID that 
"the land proposed for the ce­ 
ment plant is not agricultural and 
is ideally suited for industry. It 
is close to Southern Pacific tracks 
and in a place where no one 
would think of building residen­ 
tial property. 
Continuing, Pierce said that 
“part of the resistance against the 
plant has been from other cement 
companies. This began when ex­ 
perimental blasting in the area 
by the government in 1946 re­ 
vealed limestone deposits from 
prehistoric ages when the area 
was covered by the ocean. 
“Many of the arguments pre­ 
sented to the Riverside county 
planning commission have not 
been 
completely accurate,” 
he 
charged. For one, he said, wind 
currents through San Gorgonio 
pase prevail in an east-west di­ 
rection and not south as was 
claimed. 


DON WATKINS, manager of 
the Del Paso Hotel, urged that as 
many as possible go to Riverside 
Aug. 3 to present their side of 
the p i c t u r e at the Riverside 
county supervisors meeting. 
He advised that petitions be 
presented at that time along with 
itemized reasons why many in 
the San Gorgonio Pass area would 
like to have the industry estab­ 
lished. 
Max Wihnyk, co-editor of the 
Beaumont Gazette, asked permis­ 
sion to circulate a petition in 
Beaumont for signing by those 
in favor of the proposed cement 
plant.
